THE TEA RATION 


HOTEL SUPPLIES 
RESTRICTED 


If you want strong tea in a restaur- 
ant or hotel the most likely way of 
getting it is by asking the waiter not 
to fill the pot 

Owing to the shortage of tea, the 
supplies to restaurants and hotels have 
been restricted to 45 per cent. of their 
orders in 1939. hile it can be 
assumed that most of the restaurants 


_ have laid in some reserve, the proprie- 


tors are atixious about the future. In 
these circumstances some hotels have 
decided to reduce the amount of tea to 
be put in each pot and, instead of 
filling the pot, give hot water along 
with the tea. 

Several hotels wrth large staffs have 
decided to give their employés sub- 
stitutes, tea being given at only one 
meal. ! 

Rationing began on Saturday, and 
many shops gave the tea to their cus- 
tomers made up in one-ounce packets, 
There was a considerable demand for 
coffee arid -cocoa. The Whalf-ounce 
ration has not yet come into effect. 


Police have arrested nine employés 
of the Treasury Building at -Havana, 
and are seafching for six others, follow- 
ing a fierce fire in the building on 
Saturday, declared by the Press to be 
due to criminal sabotage. It was stated

No, that ‘write up” was most 
certainly not from the pen of Patrick 
Kavanagh. Perhaps some A.R.H.A. 
was responsible. 

Mrs. Ganly seems to be under the 
misapprehension that treatment (or 
‘painterly qualities,” as you like it) 

the fh factor in painting, and 
says that Irish artiste “ must cling to 
. . » their love of colour, their delight 
in form, and their power to interpret 
the sensuous world about them.” She 
has apparently forgotten the very 
necessary need of that elusive abstract— 
aoe gp which must not be con- 
fused with “the power to interpret.” 
Corot’s landscapes are not merely con- 
glomerations of twisted trees and sní 
rivers; the Dutch and Flemis 
““ genre ” paintings aren't just interiors 
with tiled floors and transparent sun- 
light. Looking at a Dutch interior one 
invariably gets the impression that 
somebody has just left the room; one 
can hear the rustle of a heavy dress or 
smell the scent of a hidden flower. 

In Ireland, where imagination is 
vivid, artists (with the exception of 
Jack B. Yeats, whose treatment is not 
par excellence, and a few others) seem 
to be incredibly lacking in imagination. 
Who can look at Dutch or Italian 
portraits, or at French landscapes, with- 
out ruminative thought—without his 
imagination being fired? Who can say 
that Van Gogh or Cézanne lacked 
imagination? Compared with the 
Egyptians, the treatment of the Rein- 
deer artists was futile; but, neverthe- 
less, the art of the Reindeer hunter is 
vivid, imaginative, alive. Egyptian art 
is stagnant (symbolical admittedly) and 
uninterestingly dead and entirely lack- 
ing in imagination. Without imagina- 
tion Irish schools of art will become like 
the English schools (the Gainsborough 
type), which, suffering from a dearth of 
imagination, sickened and inevitably 


died. 

Mrs. Ganly also observed that, unlike 
a writer, if a man wants to paint he 
must “ give up everything else and 
work unceasingly, training his eye and 
hand before he can express himself.” I 
seem to remember that Leonardo da 
Vinci, in between painting, was a 
philosopher, an architect, an engineer, 
a physicist, a chemist and a geologist. 
He also discovered the use of steam- 
power and experimented in hydraulics. 
Apart from being military engineer to 
Cesar Borgia, he even neglected his 
painting for the Pope in order to try 
to fly. And da Vinci could paint as 
well—so I’ve been told! 

To return to Patrick Kavanagh. I 
recall a simile which he used in an 
article (‘‘ Christmas in the Country “) 
which was printed in the /rish Times 
some while ago: “ The smoke rising 
from the chimneys stole into the sky 
like a visitor ontering the room of a 
sick child.” There is a painting for 
you! It is vivid, more delicate and 
subtle, and most certainly more

which slink into the Royal Hibernian 
Academy. ‘‘ Stole into the sky like a 
visitor entering the room of a sick 
child.”

The public records of Ireland have 
suffered so much destruction in the past 
that Irish historians have the strongest 
reasons for treasuring «very scrap of 
historical evidence that has survived in 
private hands. 

There is no doubt that historical 
documents still exist among old family 
papers, forgotten files in law offices, and 
early records of business houses. The 
surest way to save such papers is to 
report on or send them to the Secretary 
of the Irish Manuscripts Commission, 
5 Ely place, Dublin; the Deputy Keeper 
of the Public Records. Four Courts, 
Dublin; the Deputy Keeper of 
the Public Records,. May atreet, 
Belfast, or the Director of the National 
Library, Kildare street. Dublin, who 
can determine whether they are worthy 
of preservation.

“The shipping position is very pre 
carious, indeed, and we must regard our- 
selves as being virtually in a state of 
siege. It is no time for indifference 
or wishful thinking that matters may 
improve when we se that they are 
almost, certain to disimprove so Íong as 
the war last.” This was a statemént 
by Mr. T. Derrig, Minister for Eduea- 
tion and Lands, at a meeting here 
to-day. He added: “We must make 
al! onr preparations now without any 
loss of time and with all the energy 
we possess. To meet this very critical 
situation which confronts us, eve 
member of the community must do his 
share, and must be made to realise 
the seriousness of the situation. Pro- 
duction of sufficient foodstofis is the 
great problem of the hour, and eve 
hour from now until the end of Apni 
will count in this matter. Other pro- 
blems may be faced and dealt with 
resolutely, no matter what their com- 
plexity, but the problem of dealing 
with hungry people is not one that any 
Government wishes to contemplate. The 
view the Government take is that, al- 
though we have done fairly well so 
far and have escaped the worst conse- 
quences of the war, we should not be 
under any delusions as to the future. 
The war is entering upon its most criti- 
cal phase and there is every likelihood 
that conditions will be much worse im 
1941 than they have been so far. It 
is pretty certain that we shall have 
to do without many things to which 
we have been accustomed. We shall 
certainly have to reduce our demands 
for imported articles. Every effort 
is being made to secure importation 
of essential commodities and the raw 
material of industry, but we have to 
face the situation that these may not 
be obtainable.’”’ The war, he said, 
would have at least one good effect if it 
brings home to us the greatly superior 
nutritive value of home-grown foods.

Balkan Blitz 


“England has prepared a new crime 
against Europe,’’ declared Herr von 
Ribbentrop, when he informed foreign 
newspaper correspondents in Berlin yester- 
day morning that the German Army had 
launched an attack on Greece and Yugo- 
slavia. According to Germany’s Foreign 
Secretary, the British have some two 
hundred thousand troops in Greece, and 
the object of the German offensive is to 
bring about a Balkan Dunkirk, and drive 
the last Briton from the Continent of 
Europe. Once again perfidious Albion is 
the villain of the piece. The Greeks and 
Yugoslavs have been intriguing with her, 
and now they must pay the price of their 
folly. Although everybody had been ex- 
pecting some positive move by the Germans 
in the Balkans, particularly since the 
Yugoslavs expelled the © Tsvetkovitch 
Government, the actual event came as a 
surprise. Yesterday morning the Sabbath 
calm of Palm Sunday was broken by the 
simultaneous invasion of Greece and Yugo- 
slavia without a word of warning. Shortly 
before dawn the German Ministers in 
Athens and Belgrade informed the 
Governments to which they were accredited 
that Germany had decided to invade their 
territory. There was no ultimatum—not 
even the kind of ultimatum that preceded 
the invasion of Poland. Within a few 
minutes of the Ministers’ démarche Ger- 
many’s Panzerdivisionen already were on 
the move; and the Blitz had descended 
upon the Balkans. According to the 
meagre information that is available as 
we write, the Yugoslav frontier has been 
crossed in several places; Greece has been 
assailed in Thrace and Eastern Macedonia. 
Belgrade, which the Yugoslav Government 
last week decided to declare an open city, 
has been bombed twice from the air, and 
there also has been a raid on Salonika. 
The German bulletin announces that the 
invading troops have met with “ tenacious 
resistance ” in the Struma valley, through 
which, apparently, they are directing 
their main thrust against Salonika and 
Dedeagatch. Herr Hitler, in the course 
of a declaration of Germany’s resolve to 
restore Jaw and order in the Balkans, 
counsels his troops to be humane only if 
the Greeks and Yugoslavs are humane, 
but to answer ruthlessness with ruthless- 
ness. Germany has no direct quarrel with 
either Greece or Yugoslavia. England is 
the enemy; and Herr von Ribbentrop 
makes it clear that, if the Greeks or 
Yugoslavs must suffer, they have only 
themselves to blame. In Belgrade and 
Athens alike the blow seems to have been 
accepted with calm. Greece, of course, 
already is on a war footing, and there 1s 
something Homeric in the idea that two 
great Powers have been forced to combine 
in an effort to crush her resistance. Her 
only crime would seem io be that she 
decided to defend herself against Italy’s 
attack on her territory. It is difficult to 
find any crime of which the Yugoslavs 
have been guilty, unless it be their 
desperate attempts to maintain their 
neutrality. At all events, the die has 
been cast, and the long-awaited spring 
offensive has begun. Herr Hitler has 
redeemed his promise to go to the aid of 
Signor Mussolini. 

From the strictly military point of view, 
the advantage would seem to be largely on 
Germany’s side. The Greek Army, tough 
as it undoubtedly is, already is involved 
with the Italians in Albania, and, with 
its miserably inadequate reserves, hardly 
can be expected to stem the tide of Marshal 
von Brauchitsch’s mighty legions. Yugo- 
slavia has a total population of little more 
than fifteen millions, but, she can put an 
army of more than a million men in the 
field. Furthermore, the Yugoslavs are 
first-rate fighting men. During the Balkan 
wars they fought like tigers, and, although 
they were overwhelmed by sheer weight 
of numbers during the Four Years War, 
they never capitulated in spite of 
tremendous losses. Then there is the 
question of terrain. The valleys of the 
Struma and the Vardar offer reasonably 
easy corridors to Salonika, which, doubt- 
less, is the Germans’ main objective; but 
the rest of Yugoslavia is hilly, with 
execrable roads, and will help the de- 
fending armies. Much will depend on the 
assistance that can be given to the 
defenders by Great Britain and the 
United States. Russia has concluded a 
pact of non-aggression and friendship with 
the Yugoslavs, and the Turks are entirely 
sympathetic; but neither Russia nor 
Turkey will be likely to take any active 
part in the campaign. The Greeks and 
Yugoslavs must rely on what help they 
can get from the British. Whether or not 
Herr Ribbentrop’s confident estimate of 
the strength of the British forces already 
in Greece is accurate, or even remotely 
accurate, remains to be seen. It is quite 
possible that substantial reinforcements 
have been sent across from North Africa— 
a possibility that would explain the 
British withdrawal from Cyrenaica; and, 
if the British High Command has antici- 
pated Germany’s latest move, the advance 
to Salonika may not prove to be quite 
so easy as it might seem to be at the 
moment. From the naval—and to some 
extent also from the aerial—point of view 
the invasion of Yugoslavia opens up some 
interesting possibilities. The British Navy 
now will have the use of three good bases 
on the Adriatic, and will be in a position 
to increase its offensive against the 
Italians. The Yugoslav Fleet, although 
numerically weak, will be a valuable addi- 
tion to Admiral Cunningham’s striking

King Victor Emmanuel has had short 
enjoyment of his East African dominions. 
Yesterday a British communiqué announced 
that an advanced party had entered the 
Abyssinian capital, Addis Ababa; and it 
is only reasonable to believe that by the 
time when these words are read the 
occupation will have been completed. The 
invasior. of Abyssinia has been as rapid as 
any other episode in the remarkable 
history of the war in Africa. Barely three 
months have passed since the exiled 
Emperor, Haile Selassie, entered at the 
head of a native army; it is hardly more 
than two months since South African 
troops were reported to be pressing north- 
wards from Kenya. So swift an advance 
would have been surprising if it had taken 
place over any normal terrain; its speed, 
through the mountains that invest the 
capital, is almost incredible. Whatever 
doubts may have existed concerning the 
morality of the Italian invasion six years 
ago, and however superior the equipment 
of the Italian soldiers may have been tv 
that of their adversaries, there was general 
agreement that their occupation of ‘the 
capital within five months of the declara- 
tion of war was a notable feat of arms: 
yet the reconquest has taken barely half 
as long. It is not rendered less striking 
by the fact that the British Imperial 
forces received very considerable help from 
the unsubdued tribesmen of Abyssinia. 
The Italians also enjoyed a great deal cf 
similar help: indeed, their rapid victory 
in the winter of 1935-36 was due in no 
small measure to the discontent that pre- 
vailed among many tribes against the 
ruling house. It was only after the Italian 
occupation that these dissatisfied chiefs 
realised that they had changed one 
master for another, and long before the 
European war began there were uneasy 
rumours that the Italian hold upon 
Abyssinia was precarious at its best, and 
that large stretches of country—especial)y 
in the west—remained unconquered and 
unapproachable. British diplomacy has 
made full use of these discontents. No 
information has been offered concerning 
the number of Italian, British Imperial 
or native troops who took part, but it 
looks as if the total force of white men 
on either side cannot have been very large, 
and, as if most of the fourteen columns 
which were said some days ago to be con- 
verging upon the capital, consisted of the 
insurrectionary tribesmen. In these circum- 
stances, the fall of Addis Ababa has 
broken the Italians’ hold upon the country 
at large. Their hope of transporting fresh 
troops there is negligible so long as Great 
Britain holds the Suez Canal, and the 
Abyssinians themselves will see to the 
work of ‘‘ mopping-up.”’ 

From the beginning many patriotic 
Italians were uneasy about their country’s 
invasion of Abyssinia. They pointed out 
that, so long as an enemy, or a potential 
enemy, held the Suez Canal, an East 
African empire was likely to be a liability 
rather than an asset to Italy. It would 
be difficult enough, they argued, to retain 
command of Somaliland and Eritrea in the 
event of war with Great Britain, though 
a certain tradition of Italian government 
existed in those countries, and the natives 
must be expected to behave themselves ; 
but a garrison*in Abyssinia would be 
powerless. The event has proved these 
prophets right. If Marshal Graziani had 
been able to persevere with his plan for 
the conquest of Egypt, Abyssinia would he 


safely in Italian hands to-day—and, 
incidentally, Great Britain’s prospects 
would be very far from rosy. Marshal 


Graziani, however, was anticipated by 
General Wavell ; Britain retained her grip 
upon the Canal and the Red Sea; and the 
Italian forces in East Africa have been 
isolated as thoroughly as if they found 
themselves upon the moon. Itcan be only a 
matter of days—perhaps, of hours—before 
the fall of Massawa, Italy’s last remaining 
port upon the Red Sea, is announced ; the 
latest 2:ews is that a contingent of General 
de Gaulle’s forces, assisting the British 
troops, are almost within rifle-shot of the 
town. The last few months must have 
been a severe blow to Signor Mussolini's 
pride. One by one he has watched his 
possessions being over-run; his one 
military acquisition since the war began— 
British Somaliland—has been recovered ; 
and he has had to bring German 
Panzerdivisionen across the Mediterranean 
narrows to challenge the British occupa- 
tion in Libya. History may be able fo 
explain the curious lack of success which 
has attended Italian arms during this 
second Great War; at the moment it is 
beyond explanation. It begins to look, 
indeed, as if they were not ready for war; 
they are not a military nation of the first 
order, and a great part of their resources 
must have been expended both in 
Abyssinia and in Spain. If the Duce could 
be called to account in Parliament like, 
say, @ British statesman, he would have 
had to answer some uncomfortable 
questions before now, and, as matters are, 
he must be wondering how to cope with 
the rumours which undeniably are circu- 
lating among his people. An occasional 
reverse could be understood; but so 
monotonous a succession of reverses not 
only on land, but in the air, and at the 
hands not only of Great Britain, but of 
Greece, is bound to provoke the wonder of 
a highly intelligent race.

Irish Waterways — 

The many problems, mainly in relation 
to supplies, which have arisen in this 
country in recent months, have sent people 
exploring every plausible means that may 
prove a remedy to our troubles or produce 
some substitute for the things we need. 
Tea and petrol are in the minds of all at 
the present moment, but there is also the 
threat of a coal shortage and of scores uf 


| 
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essential, but less in the public eye. At 
' the momen t. the diminutiv ive tea ration has 
drawn people’s attention. away from 
almost everything else; yet: one. matter, 
which is far more important than the cup 
of morning or afternoon tea, is the 
question of how transport services are to 
be maintained if our coal and petrol 
supplies should dwindle to the same pro- 
portions as our allotments of tea. Petrol, 
we hardly need remark, has seriously dis- 
organised the country’s road transport 
services. Many hauliers state that with 
the amount of petrol at their disposal they 
cannot hope to opefate at all, and yet 
many of the country areas, like the bogs, 
which wil] be of such immense importance 
to the nation in the near future, are 
remote from rail connections. By next 
winter it is quite on the cards that we may 
have to depend entirely on the bogs for 
our fuel, and one of the problems may be 
how the peat or agricultural produce is to 
be broaght to Dublin or other centres cf 
distribution. Many references lately have 
been made to the Irish canals, Our inland 
waterways, although the fact is not realised 
generally, cover an immense territory in 
proportion to the size of the country. The 
Grand Canal, the largest inland waterway 
in these islands, incidentally passes 
through sixteen counties—goods are carried 
from Dublin to places as remote as Water- 
ford and Limerick—and the’ Royal Canal, 
though not in use for some years, once 
was a busy artery between Dublin, the 
Shannon, and the Northern midlands. 
Perhaps, now they will come into their 
own again. The former is still a flourish- 
ing concern, and, while it may not be the 
only canal in Great Britain and Ireland 
which bas survived the ups and downs +f 
recent times and continually paid a 
dividend to its shareholders, it certainly 
is among the very few. The Royal Canal, 
unfortunately, has lapsed into disuse, and 
before it could be made fit for transport 
again a considerable amount of repair 
work and dredging would have to be done. 
Yet the service which it could do to the 
nation in the coming times makes the 
frequently mentioned question of re- 
opening it worthy of really serious 
examination. Canals in Great Britain have 
been attracting much attention as a part 
solution to the problem of war-time 
transport. Our own, if in full operation 
again, would be of even greater service 
here. We have not anything like the same 
problems of reconstruction and repair to 
be faced. They pass through an exceed- 
ingly wide area of country, and, if operated 
in conjunction with the railways, would he 
tu g- benefit to the country in the days 
ead.

TE coming week will be an interesting 
one in the parliamentary world, as 
Mr. Churchill has promised that the 
Budget will be introduced before Easter, 
and consequently Sir Kingsley Wood may 
be to reveal to the taxpayer what 
he will have further to do to pay for the 
vast expenditure Britain has to provide. 
The Budget in these days has become 
rather a humdrum affair, and it is un- 
likely that any proposals the Chancellor 
may put forward will meet with serious 
a no matter what they may in- 
volve. Mr. Churchill has also promised 


to make a speech on the European 
situation, and this is being eagerly 
awaited. 


Excess Profits 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
been placed in a position of some difficulty 
with regard to the excess profits tax. 
For months strong representations have 
been made by leading representatives of 
important industries urging a reduction 
of the tax. The Federation of British 
Industries and the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce both favour a 
reduction, while Sir Percy Thompson, a 
former deputy-chairinan of the Board of 
Inland Revenue, holds that the incentive 
to economy and increased efficiency is 
weakened by the hundred per cent. tax. 
In some quarters it is suggested that a 
reduction to eighty per cent. should be 
conditional upon the remitted twenty per 
cent. being devoted to specific purposes 
and not made available for distribution 
to shareholders, and a group of trade 
unionists has objected to any reduction of 
the tax. The view is gaining ground that 
the case for a reduction is so strong that 
the Chancellor will make some concession, 
but it may be of a conditional’ character. 


Silos on Hire 


The British Government, with a view fo 
help the farmer, is considering the 
AE “or of one hundred thousand silos to 

distributed among farmers throughout 
the country on a hire-purchase basis. The

is portable, and consists of easily-handled 
pt cos panels bound with steel bands. 
It measures sixteen feet in diameter, is 
six feet high, and can hold ten tons of 
silage. If a farmer uses his silo he can 
make himself independent of purchased 
feeding-stuffs, as silage is a valuable 
winter fodder for beef cattle, cows and 
sheep. The silage can be kept for a year 
in the concrete section. 


Jobs for Women 


Women are gradually penetrating every 
department of British life, and to-day 
there are women railway porters, omnibus 
conductots, van-drivers, and it is 
announced that the latest work to be taken 
up is commercial travelling. One of the 
greatest manufacturers of cotton and rayon 
goods replaced with women twenty-five 
young men called upon to do other work. 
The women are proving equal to the men 
as far as selling power goes, and the 
results of their engagement has been 
generally satisfactory. Some of the 
women are the wives of the men they have 
replaced, while others come from a variety 
of occupations.

Archbishop Germanos, head of the 
Greek Orthodox Church in Western 
Europe, when questioned by a Press 
Association reporter yesterday, said:

KEY STATE 


Prophetically described by Mr. 
Churchill in 1937 as “one of the key 
States of Furope,” Yugoslavia now 
appears destined to play a decisive 
part in a conflict which will shape the 
future of the whole world.

The sturdy peasants of Yugoslavia, 
in whose hearts the flame of liberty 
burns fiercely, are ready to fight to 
the death among their mountains. 
Her army of a million men with an 
air force of 800 first-line ‘planes has 
always been rated one of the toughest 
in Europe. i 

When fully mobilised the Yugoslav 
Army consists of 20 infantry divisions, 
one guards division and three cavalry 
or mobile divisions. Infantry equip- 
ment is good, though there is at pre- 


sent a lack of armoured fightin 
vehicles, both tanks, and armoure 
cars.

Sin,—The members of this Associa- 
tion feel that enough publicity has not 
been given to make generally known 
measures to prevent foot-and-mouth 
disease among restock and beg space 
in your valuable paper to suggest that 
owners of pedigree herds, and, indeed. 
all owners of livestock, should do the 
following :— 

(1) Give cattle rock salt to lick. 

(2) Allow no unauthorised persons to 
come into contact with livestock, and, 
as far as possible, isolate themselves 
and their cattle. 

(3) Lime entrance

(4) Spray the legs and feet of cattle

with disinfectant, using a garden 
syringe. 
(5) Make all persons working on the

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THE NEW WAR FRONT 
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GERMANY 


YUGOSLAVIA 


By Oun Mitrrany ConresPonpenr. 


HE long-threatened has come at 
| last, and the Balkans are now 
the theatre of major land opera- 
tions for the moment. The German 
offensive has come rather earlier than 
was ; for Balkan weather con- 
ditions can hardly be really satisfactory 
ust yet. Indeed, the latest reports 
rom Albania speak of fighting in 
waist-deep snowdrifte. The same re- 
ports mention a Greek capture of high 
mountains on the nothern sector of t 
front—which has the appearance of a 
shadow cast hy coming events. The 
move was possibly made in antici 
tion of a Yugoslav offensive he 
main Monastir-St Elbasan road, 
against the left of the present Italian 
front. Such an attack, if successful, 
would decide the fate of the Italian 
armies in Albania—the breadth of the 
country being here no more than fifty 
miles. 

This is so clearly the answer to 
the German offensive that it will be 
surprising if it is not attempted. A 
total disaster might happen to the two 
Italian armies engaged against Greece, 
and the entire eastern shore of the 
Adriatic would be opened up to the 


British Navy without oe | break 
between Cape Mata and Fiume. 
In this context, b way, we May 


mention Fleet. 
This consists of two small light 
cruisers, some half a dozen destroyers 
and torpedo boats, and four sub- 
marines ot medium size. There are 
also certain river craft, but these can 
only help in tocal operations along the 
Save and the Danube, A small fleet 
like this does not, by itself, amount to 
very much; but as an addition to 
the British forces it . has—like the 
Greek Fleet—a by no means negligible 
alliance value. This holds good for its 
harbours, also, naturally. 


UNKNOWN FACTORS | 


The move may not, however, be 
practicable. The German forces may 
prove strong enough to over-run 
Greece or Yugoslavia, or both, before 
it has time to materialise. We have 
no idea as to what strength Germany 
has at present on this front. Nor do 
we know the Greek forces actually in 
line eastward from Salonika, nor the 
British reinforcements actually in situ. 
Yet another unknown factor is the 
attitude of Turkey—which may de- 
pend on that adopted by Bainis, 
One thing, indeed, does appear de- 
finite :- Russia will not side with Ger- 
many, unless and until the latter 
Power should seem certain to win. 
From the Allied point of view this 
in itself is a distinct advance; it is a 
continuation of Russia’s recent ‘‘hedg- 
ing’’ tactics. 

The fact that Germany has attacked 
may be a sign that she expects to 
score a quick Ranch aeth On the other 
hand, it may be an indication that her 
hand was forced. The military situa- 
tion of Italy had become very serious 
indeed; ‘and American aid to the 
Allies had become very much more 
serious. For ae American air- 
craft production, which had been at 
the rate of a thousand a month for 
January-February, amounted to over 
1,200 ‘he March—a jump of 20 per 
cent., and the increase is progressive. 
If an offensive in the Balkans was 
necessary—then, the sooner the better. 


TACTICAL CONDITIONS 


It will help us to form an estimate 
if we compare tactical conditions to- 
day with those of this time last year, 
when the Germans occupied Denmark 
and invaded Norway. Denmark, it 
will be recalled, did not fight, and 
Norway was taken completely by sur- 
prise. This is no longer the case: to- 
day, between the two countries, it is 
a matter of at least a million men to 
be faced. These are at least on their 
guard, and the quality cannot be dis- 
regarded, by even the most powerful 
assailant, As regards relative Air 
strengths, it would be very surprisin 
if Germany can count on at all sack 
& superiority as she possessed in the 
other theatre a year ago. Surprise, 
on the score of new tactical method, 
is not possible this time. 

Every prospective adversary of Ger- 
many has, by this time, been taught 
how to counter the dive-bomber and 
the tank—and all have done what th 
could to obtain the necessary snag 
Finally, the terrain is quite definitely 
in favour of the dalendiere—tactically 
and strategically alike, Altogether, 
then, the chances of an overwhelming 
and speedy German victory do not 
seem remarkable.

MOVES 


At the end of last January the

Benghazi and beyond. The latest 
events would seem to indicate that it 
was the original opinion which was 
correct, for Benghazi has heen 
evacuated after a series of rearguard 
actions between there and the boundary 
of Tripolitania. And the harbour of 
Benghazi was the only point worth 
occupying beyond Tobruk—which Jast 
was always ample for defensive 
measures to cover Raves. ! 


BOMBING OF TRIPOLI 


It now seems possible that events in 
the Central Mediterranean may have 
been more significant than appeared on 
the surface. Tripoli, for example, has 
heen bombed repeatedly by the British 
Air Forces, whie Malta and Benghazi 
have been similarly bombed by the 
Italo-Germans. Also, there has teen 
a clear addition to the strength of Axis 
) troops around the Gulf of Sidra— 
mechanised and other—resulting, as we 
have seen, in the evacuation of 
Benghazi. It is possible, even, that the 
recent advance into the Eastern 
Mediterranean by the Italian Fleet may 
have been intended to cover the 
transport to Africa of still more im- 
portant troop formations. Only move- 
ments of particular importance would 
have justified exposing a weaker fleet 
to. the probability of heavy losses—a 
probability which, in the actual event, 
was changed into a certainty. 


AGAINST EGYPT 


An Axis advance against. Egypt via 
Libya has always seemed to the present 
writer a “better bet” than one via 
Asia Minor, etc. Friendly territory ex- 
tends to the southern shore of Sicily, 
at all events, and the further run across 
to Tripoli could be made largely under 
cover of darkness. There would be 
the additional political objective of 
keeping any British or Allied forces 
away from Tunisia. Actually, indeed, 
it would be reasonable to expect 
Germany to make the double movement 
if the occasion should offer. It was 
urgent that some serious move should 
he taken to ease the position of Italy; 
the offensive return into Cyrenaica was, 
at least, one that required no diplo- 
matic preparation to be made.

STRATEOIC POINTS IN 
THE NEW BATTLEFIELD 


_—" 


The new war opens up a fresh series 
of strategic points already known to 
thousands of British troops who fought 
on the Balkan fronts in the war of 
1914-18. 

The Monastir ‘‘Gap”’ is a featureless 
fiat tract of country, 15 miles wide, 
enclosed between mountain ranges 
averaging 4,000 feet in height, linking 
Yugoslavia and Greece. ere are no 
major bridges. There is a single track 
normal gauge railway, and a second- 
class road. 

The Vardar Valley is a direct route 
from Salonika to Yugoslavia. The 
River Vardar flows in a narrow valley 
enclosed between the foothills of the 
Belasica on the east, and those of the 
Dubica on the west. At the frontier 
itself the valley is eight miles wide. 

A single track railway, part of the 
main line from Skoplje to Salonika, fol- 
lows the bed of the river, and crosses 
many bridges and some tunnels. 

East of the Vardar, the Strumica 
Valley rans east from Strumica to 
Petritsch, in Bulgaria. 

The Struma Valley, leading from 
Bulgaria to Greece, consists of a suc- 
cession of basins separated by deep 
orges. The road on either side is 
ominated by rocky cliffs to the top of 
the crest of mountains forming the 
frontier, and two from the Bulgarian 
side. No railway line crosses the 
Greek frontier from Bulgaria.

GREEK CLAIMS 
Press ASSOCIATION. 
ATHENS, Sunday. 


The official communiqué issued by 
the Greek High Command here this 
evening states:—‘‘Strong German 
forces armed with the most modern 
weapons of war and assisted by tanks, 
abundant heavy artillery and a large 
air force, suddenly and _ repeatedly 
attacked to-day positions defended by 
only limited Greek forces. All day 
long a fierce battle raged in the prin- 
cipal frontier districts bordering on 
Bulgaria, and especially in the region 
of Beles and the Struma Valley. Our 
forces on this front put up a violent 
resistance. 

“The small Greek Air Force which 
could be spared from the Italian front 
assisted the struggle of our heroic 
troops without regard for itself. In 
spite of intense bombardment by 
artillery and dive bombers, our fortifi- 
cations resisted. with the exception of 
one, which fell following an enemy 
attack of extreme violence. 

“Ten enemy tanks were destroyed 
by artillery and anti-tank guns. Five 
o> six enemy ‘planes were brought 
down bv our aircraft and anti-aircraft 
guns. We took prisoners. '' 


DISTRICTS EVACUATED 


“Certain districts of the national 
territory were evacuated by our troops 
according to plan and in order to avoid 
useless sacrifices. Finally, the enemy, 
after making some progress, was held 
on the whole of the main front.

When it is 
borne in mind that the motor cycles 
used were standard service machines, 
with such refinements as competition 
tyres barred, the :course can be de- 
scribed as just as difficult as the Pat- 
land Cup. It was a scramble rather 
than a trial. 

The system of marking was different 
from that in civilian trials. ‘The rider’s 
principal task was to get through the 
section, and he could foot-slog as much 
as he liked without penalty. If he 
stopped momentarily he lost only one 
mark, and if he stopped and re-started 
without outside assistance he lost 
either two or three, according to the 
skill with which he re-started.

The seventy-thirá annual congress of the 
Irish National Teachers Organisation will 
take place in Bundoran on April 15, and 
will last until April 18. On the first day 
Congress will consider the report of the 
Central Executive Committee for 1940-41. 
| The report describes the efforts of a 
putation from the Central Executive Com- 
mittee to obtain a revision of the regula- 
tions governing the distribution of the 
heating and cleaning grant. So far as 
the Executive are aware, there has been 
no further development since this deputa- 
tion was received. i 

Resolutions from delegates will be con- 
sidered on the second and third days of 
the congress. Outstanding among these 
resolutions is one from twenty-one delegates 
from various parts of the country demand- 
ing an immediate increase in the remunera- 
tion at present being paid to teachers in 
national and public elementary schools in 
Ireland, in view of the steep and rapid rise 
in the cost of living since August, 1959. 
Another resolution demands the withdrawal 
of the penal regulations, whereby women 
teachers in the twenty-six county area are 
compelled to retire before they have quali- 
fied for full pension. Full compensation 
for the financial loss sustained by those 
teachers will also be demanded. 

The Mullingar delegate will propose that 
the Congress request the Minister for 
Education to set up a small committee of 
teachers and education officials to inquire 
a Sh the present elementary education 
system.

FINLAY LECTURER 


It was announced some days ago 
that the Finlay Lecture will this year 
take place early in October, and will 
be given by Professor W. G. 8. 
Adams, who is Warden of All Souls 
College in Oxford. Professor Adams 
knows Ireland well, having been 
Superintendent of Statistics and Intelli- 
gence in the Department of Agricul- 
ture here from 1905 to 1910. He was, 
too, a close friend of the late Father 
Finlay, and it is understood that 
he will probably lecture on the great 
experiments in co-operation and self- 
reliance, which were undertaken in 
this country during the concluding de- 
cade of the last century and the early 
years of the present. The lessons of 
the achievements of that period have 
not received all the attention which 
was their due, but just at the moment 
they have renewed and very urgent 
interest for everybody. Added to the 
topicality of the subject-matter, there 
is the great reputation of the lecturer. 
He was Gladstone Professor in Poli- 
tical Theory and Institutions at Oxford 
from 1912, until he became Warden of 
All Souls in 1933. He founded and 
edited the Politica! Quarterly, and 
from 1916 to 1919 was Secretary to 
the Prime Minister He was also 
editor of the War Cabinet Reports, 
and after the war was a member of 
several Royal Commissions, including 
that inquiring into the position of the 
Universities of Oxford and Cambridge. 
He has been lecturer in universities 
in the United States and in Canada. 
and will be a worthy successor to those 
disti hed figures who have already 
visited College to deliver Finlay 
Lectures. i 

On Tuesday, April 15th, an “at 
home” is being giveú by the President 
of University College in connection 
with the Secondary Teachers’ Congress, 
which takes place during that week. 
The “‘at home’’ will be held in ''86,” 
and it will be the first occasion that 
the building is used for such a purpose.

MINISTERS ASKED TO 
RESIGN

At s meeting of representatives of 
Southern creameries held in Limerick 
on Saturday a demand was made for a 
minimum price of 10d. per gallon for 
milk delivered to the creameries. The 
meeting also decided to vite the 
Minister for Agriculture to attend a 
meeting of the Irish Federated 
Creameries to be held in Limerick on 
April 19th. 

r. E. C. Semple, Secretary, said 
that the price being paid for butter 
at present was wholly uneconomic. The 
retail price should be 2s. per Ib. 

Mr. P. O'Mahony, K Creamery, 
Co. Kilkenny, said that farmers should 
not be compelled to produce for 
nothing. They should hate 
no sympathy with the city people, 
who were getting fair prices for their 
labour, and who no sympathy with 
the farmers. 

Mr. J. Lee, Newport Creamery, said 
the farmers could not continue to pro- 
duce at a loss. and dairy farmers were 
rapidly becoming extinct. Milk could 
not now be produced at less than 8d. a 
gallon, and that would leave no profit. 

Mr. Maher, Boherlehane Creamery, 
said that increased production of muk 
was absolutely necessary, in view 
the rationing of tea, and mstead of 
that they were facing the position of 
having the milk production decreasing 
year by year. 

Mr. B. Laffan, Drumbanna Creamery, 
said 10d. per gallon was required to 
make milk production economic. 

Mr. Ryan, Herbertstown Creamery, 
said that the farmers should put up 
proposals which would be acceptable to 
the people of the country im order to 
get a fair price for their produce. 

After further discussion, a resolution 
was asking the Minister to fix 
a price of 10d. per gallon for this 
season s milk.

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OBITUARY 


REV. JOHN KEARNEY, C.S.SP. 


The death occurred on Saturday last, 
at Holy Ghost Missionary College, 
Kimmage, of the Rev. John Kea . 
C.S.Sp., a distinguished member of the 
congregation of the Holy Ghost, in the 
76th year of his age, and the 47th year 
of his ministry. After an active life 
devoted to educational works, the 
formation of students for the missionary 
priesthood, and the preaching at 
retreats throughout the country and in 
England, Father Kearney had applied 
himself in recent years to the writing 
of spiritual books, with such effect that 
his series of treatises on the spiritual 
life have already become classics of 
devotion. 

Born in 1865, in Clonmel, he entered 
Blackrock College at the age of 15, and 
pursued a brilliant secondary and 
university course. His studies in 

hilosophy and theology were done at 
Paris, at the Motherhouse of the Con- 
gregation, and on his ordination to the 
priesthood in 1894, he was appointed 
to the staff of Blackrock College. In 
1918, Father Kearney was appointed 
Director of the Semor Scholasticate 
(Philosophy and Theology ) at Kimmage, 
and this position he held for twenty 
years. His interest in music led 
him to become prominent in the revival 
of the Gregorian Chant in Ireland, and 
the ' Holy Ghost Hymnal,” to which 
much of the renewed interest in the 
chant is due, is almost entirely his 
work. He was a valued member of the 
Music Committee for the Eucharistic 
Congress in Dublin, in 1932. Within 
the past few years Father Kearney 
published six books on _ spiritual 
subjects, the first of which, entitled 
“The Meaning of the Mass,” is 
accepted as one of the most remarkable 
contributions to the literature of the 
Mass in English. The seventh of his 
books, “ As You Have Loved Me.” is 
due shortly to be issued by the pub- 
lishers, and his papers include MSS. for 
four other books almost ready for 

ress. The unstinting effort which 
ather Kearney devoted to his work of 
collaboration with the Most Rev. Dr. 
Sheehan in the preparation and sub- 
sequent revision of the Archbishop's 
'” Apologetics and Catholic Doctrine.”’ 
the most widely-circulated treatise of 
its kind, is a further tribute to his self- 
less devotion to the interests of the 
Church.
